Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 1.— On yes- 
terday, tbe cloaing day ot tbe year, 
and witblp tbree days ot tbe close 
of tbe pnseot State Administra- 
tion, tbere Is la tbe State deposit 
torlei to tbe credit ot the Common- 
woaltb the inm ot |1,S05,497.65. 
In a statement given out from tbe 
office ot tbe State Auditor it Is 
•aid that this is tbe largest sum 
that the 8tate baa oyer bad to its 
credit at tbe close of any year, and 
the largest sum that was over on 
hand at the opening of a legisla- 
tive session. 

When the present corps of offl- 
cials took charge of thu fiscal 
affairs of the Htate on February 
36, 1900, tbere was a balance In 
tbe treasury, as shown by the 
balance sheet for thai day of |364,. 
771.37. At tbe same lime there 
was a school deflcit unpaid ot 
over|l.iO,OOU, and in addition there 
was due to the cbarltabie and 
penal Institutions ot tbe Slate, an 
unaudited claim In tbe Aodltor's 
office amounting tn the aggregate 
to over 16,000. This school dcUcIt 
bas been paid as well aa all tbe 
unaudited claims and demands 
against tbe Stale left over by the 
predecessors In office.
